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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by or, in the 
alternative under 35 USC 103 (a) as obvious over WO 03/088344 Honeywell 
International, Inc., (hereinafter "Honeywell"). 

The rejection of claims 1-3 over Honeywell reference is reinstated. The claims 
are rejected as per reasons set forth in the Office Action dated 6-20-2005 and 
subsequent office action. 

The feature that was the sole reason for removing the rejection of claims 1-3 over 
Honeywell reference and previously claimed in the base claim is now deleted from the 
base claim 1 . Thus, the rejection over Honeywell applies to the currently presented 
claims for the reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

Contrary to the applicants remarks, the claims 1-3 as presented in response 
dated 3-1-2006 and as currently pending are NOT allowable over the prior art of record.
